The speed of sending and receiv- 
ing telegrams at the Pahokee of- 
fice of Western Union has been in- 
creased from 300 to 400 percent 
by the installation “of a new auto- 
matic reperforation machine this 
week, according to Sam Williams, 
local manager. 

This machine is in direct con- 
nection witha central relay office 
in Atlanta, Ga., where transmit- 
ted messages are automatically re- 
layed to the offices of distination 
by machines without the need’ of 
manual manipulation. This means 
that wires, sent from Pahokee to 
northern cities such as:Boston’ and 
New York City or vice versa will 
be received on.an average of only 
six to eight minutes from time. they 
are sent, Mr, Williams said.

Cooperation Saves 
Water Contral Money 


GAINESVILLE—‘Desk survey” 
work on the South and Central 
Florida flood control program has 
cut some $2,000,000 from the initial 
Cost of the project, a state official 
gaid last week. Col. A. G. Mat- 
thews, chief engineer’ for the di- 
vision of water survey and re 
search, said the saving was made 
Possible through cooperation of the 
division, flood control district of- 
ficials, and many other agencies. 

“The saving comes from the fact 
that there is no necessity for large 
surveying patties in the field for 
long periods of time,” Matthews 
explained. “This system (desk 
Survey); takes only a few good men 
and the cooperation of a great 
number of agencies. We have 
that.” a 
He listed agencies which are co- 
operating in the survey as the U. 
S. Coast and Geodetic Survey, the 
University of Florida -College of 
Engineering, U. S. Engineers State
